UNITED STATES. 
New York, Oct. 18. — Tho Herald's 
Loudon special says: The Sportsman has 
tho following: "Mr. Dieble authorizes 
the editor to state that William Beach 
has decided to retire to private life 
Tho champion has beaten all the prom- 
inent scullers of his day, and therefore 
considers he is entitled to rost on his 
laurels. hlis private affairs now claim 
■o large a portion of his attention that 
he is unable any longer to devote *.he 
necessary time to the pursuit of scul- 
ling." 

A destructive fire occurred to-night at 
11 o'clock in Goerck Btreet, between Sixth 
and Stanton. Six factory buildings own- 
ed by ex- Alderman Kehrl were totally 
destroyed, besides a five story brick shop 
of the Kehrl Disk Manufacturing Co.. 
The buildings on Goerck streot wore oc- 
cupied by L. Altraan, table manufac- 
turers, and by Steinberg & Ungor, cigar 
box makers The loss is estimated at 
§690,000 

Oakland, Ills , Oct. 18 —Part of the 
business portion of Oakland is in ruins. 
A fire broke out at 7.30 p.m., and at 
miduight wholo blocks are a mass of 
burning debris. The fire is still raging 
with no moans other than buckets to quell 
it. Tho tiro originated in Chapman it 
Son's building, on the south west side of 
the square. It is thought it was sot on 
fire. The total loss will probably amount 
to $300,000, which was partially insured. 

Salisbury, Md , Oct. 18 This town 
was nearly destroyed by fire last night. 
Eleven large firms were burned out. 
A large number of buildings were de- 
stroyed on which the loss, in each case, 
will not fall below §10,000. The total 
loss is now estimated at fully ono million 
dollars. There are but two stores loft, 
and many people are without shelter. Tho 
distress is very great 

San Francisco, Oct 18.— ComoliuB 
Harrington while at tho bottom of Clay 
street sewer to- day endeavoring to fit a 
piece of pipe, was buried alive by the 
caving in of tho bank His body was re- 
covered. 

Mrs. Kerrigan, charged with an assault 
to murder Mrs Lathrop with a razor, was 
to-day found guilty. She received the 
announcement of the verdict without ex- 
hibiting the slightest emotion.

Tho people of this oouu- 
try disbelieve the allegations that have been 
published, and look upon Mousignor Cupel 
and Countess Valensin as very much in- 
jured. Tho statement which Valensin has 
made public — that Cupel had invaded his 
home, broken up his family, and that he 
Uttd suod for divorce —is entirely false, ns 
divorce proceedings were commenced al- 
most a year prior to Cupel's taking up his 
resideneo in this country, and ho came here 
direct from the east. Ever since ho arrived 
at Aruo Farm Monsignor Oapol has boon 
employed as tutor to 1'io, tho ten-year-old 
son of tho Countess Valensin, for which 
services ho has received u salary.

Impending Revolution in Mex- 
ico — Piling! iig Smugglers 
d% Work. 

UNITED STATES. 

Chicago, Oct. 10. — Shortly after noon 
a train was made up to convey a hundred 
discharged Pinkerton men back to Chica- 
go. As the men marchod into the cars 
they were groelod with yolls of derision 
by the crowds of strikers and sympathiz- 
ers. The same scene was repuatod at 
Fortieth streets. Tins crowd was very 
largo and abusive at this point and ono of 
the Pinkertou men, oxasporatod by the 
jeers, pushed a Winchester through tho 
window and fired into the crowd. The 
shot struck Dennis Bagley, and he is bo - 
lieved to bo fatally wounded. Tho crowd 
made a desperate rush for the train, which, 
however, started off at a high rato of 
speed. Auother train load of Pinkerton's 
men will start down from tho yards this 
afternoon. Sorious trouble is foarod as 
the crowd is furious at tho shooting nnd 
vow vengeance. 

San Francisco, Oct . 1!). — Tho Chroni- 
cle's Bangor, Mo., special, says: During 
the great lire at Eastport, gangs of smug- 
glers who had bobn engaged for years in 
smuggling goods from Canada into tho 
United States, crossed over to the Araori 
can side and entered tho burning town 
and began pillaging tho place (or valu- 
ables. The authorities wore poworloBs to 
resist and finally a fight took placB be- 
tween the citizens and tho pirates, which 
was fierce and bloody. It resulted in a 
victory for the citizens, Shortly after a 
United States cutter put in an appearance 
and the plunderers were compelled to 
loavo in their fleet of boats. 

Nkw York, Oct. 19 — Police Inspector 
Byrnes this morning arrebted Jake Sharp, 
of Broadway railr.iad notoriety, on a 
bench warrant issued on tho indictment 
found against him by tlie jury for bribery 
of the boodle aldornieu on tho vote for 
tho Broadway railroad franchise. Jas. 
Richmond, president of the Broad way 
railway, was also taken into custody, 
charged with tho bhiiio offence. Both 
prisoners were conveyed to police head- 
quarters and later will betaken to the 
district attorney's office and arraiguod in 
sourt. Jas. \V. Taahay, ex-president of 
the Broadway railway and another party 
indicted for giving bribes to booale alder- 
men, were also arrested 

Ncoai.ks, A, T., Oct. 19. — A revolution 
is impending in Mexico, The scheme is 
to consolidate the adversaries of tho pres- 
ent administration, create a new party, 
make Diaz dictator for ten years, elect a 
now congress and framo a new constitu- 
tion. 

Chicago, Oct. 19. — A hoavy snow storm 
is reported west of Ogden this morning. 
The storm is severe enough to seriously 
interfere with the telegraph lines,

BRITISH FEDERATION, 

Much bus been Haiti and written on tbo 
subject of tbo federutiou of tbo whole of 
tbo English-speaking rnco.s, but wo have 
failed to find nuything to Btirpasa tbe 'cuto- 
iiOHS of the lnuguugo of "Sum Slick." If 
anything was written on tbo subject piovi- 

. oub to Judge Halibiurtoa'a book, wo have 
uot aeon it, and in tbe absence of anything 
to tbo contrary, must give to tbe judge tbo 
credit duo of aouio original thoughts on a 
grout quoHtiou. "Sam Slick" says: "It 
shouldn't bo England and her Colonies, but 
they should bo integral parts of one great 
whole— all counties of Groat Britain. 
There uhould bo uo taxes ou colonial pro- 
duce, unci the colonies should uot bo al- 

, lowed to tax British manufactures. All 
should puss free, us from oue town to an- 
other in England; the whole of it one vast 
market from Hongkong to Labrador. They 
should bo represented in parliament, help 
to pass English laws, aud show thom what 
laws they wanted themselves. All distinc- 
tions should bo blotted out forever. II 
should bo no more bnr to a man's promo- 
tion, as it is now, that he lived beyond the 
seas, than living on the other Bido of the 
channel. It should be 'Our Navy, 1 •Our 
Army,' 'Our Nation. 1 ' That's a great 
word; but the English keep it to themselves. 
* " " "Blot the word colonies out alto- 
gether, incorporate thou: all with England, 
body and breeches; our people, our coun- 
try, our parliaments." The same 
groat and honest thinker, for 
that is what Judge Haliburton 
really was — u far greater aud moru clear- 
headed statesman than many who have 
received from the world higher names in 
atateBoraft— says, further on, in alluding 
to a possible union in the luturo between 
ISngland and the United Stites of Amer- 
ica, "Now we are two great nations; 
that's a fact— the greatest by a long chalk 
of any in the world — Bpeak tliB same 
language, have the sumo religion, aud our 
constitutions don't diner no great odds. 
tVo ought to draw closer than wo do. We 
are big enough, equal enough, and strong 
enough, not to be jealous of each other. 
United we are more than a mat eh for all 
(ho other nations put together, and can 
defy their tleeta, armies, and millions. 
Single wo couldn't atiuid against them all. 
and if one was to fall, where would the 
other be? Mourning over the grave of a 
relative whose place can never be filled. 
-.' . . Now foreign possessions, like 
full-grown children, are expensive. In 
time of peace Colonies holp trade, but in 
time of war how are they to be defended I 
There must be iiicoiyot ation ur separation 
United you stand, divided you fall. 

Our duly and our interest is to 
unite, [and humanize, Christianize, and 
civilize the whole world. . . Now 

wo havo our country (the United States) 
all in a ring fence." Wo noticed in an 
exchange a day or two ago, an article in 
which it was assumed that because America 
was ablo to carry on without a large navy 
thai thoreforo England can do so, but as 
"Sam Slick" says the United States ''is 
all in a ring fence." The State cannot be 
attacked by any foieign power; the only 
great danger to their commerce is that 
from piracy. But the groat ocean polico 
of Britain keep the soa3 clear as much in 
tho interests of American commerce, and 
that of tho roat of the word, as for tho 
trade of England and her colonies, and 
up to tho present time all the Costs of that 
^reat fleet have been solely paid by the 
Untish taxpayer. Some of these days, 
doubtless, as a matter of common hones- 
ty, backed by reasonable self-interest, we 
shall pay our share. In the meantime 
we are protectod from foreign nations and 
our ships from piracy, at ,the expense of 
the Mother Country, and that protection 
lias been given over and over again in a 
most unselfish and liberal manner for the 
colonists. We shall return the kindness 
when called upon to do so, 
liu doubt, but by all moans 
let us never forget tbo country and race 
from whence sprang those groat ideas of 
self-government and progress that havo 
put in our hands tho power"to humaniso, 
Christianize, aud civilise the whole 
world." The union of the English-speak- 
ing people all over the world means, we 
tirnily believe, peace and happiness for 
all, not only for our own people but for 
those who surround our possessions . In 
the meantime we require, a good navy to 
keep down piracy, aud forother purposes, 
and if America does not ao much require 
(jue ; she knows well enough I hat wherever 
the British Hag Hies her ships can get 
British protection if they oo the right way 
about it, and thoy uaually are 'cute 
enough in that direction. It is well that 
it should bo so for, as the American com- 
modore euid in China ou one notable oc- 
casion, "blood is thicker than water, "and 
wo firmly trust and believe that tho time 
will never come again when Americans 
and Englishmen shall lied it necessary to 
light against each other. Among English- 
speaking people we can do all that is 
necessary to our continual advancement 
by means of free speech and a free press. 

BULGARIA'S RULER, 

The announcement in this morning's 
dispatches that all the powers, including 
England, have formally assure 1 Russia that 
th«y disfavor Prince Alexander's return to 
Bulgoriaand will not approve of his re-elec- 
tion to tho Bulgarian throne, is a genuine 
and unexpected surprise. It was felt that 
a number of the great powers', and England 
especially, sympathized with Alexander in 
his compulsory retirement from the throne. 
There was something heroic in tho attitude 
lfo assumed in his struggle with Servia, and 
tho tears of tho populace when ho retired 
from the thruio were a sufficient index that 
ho bad a warm place in tho hearts and af- 
fections of the Bulgarian people. There 
was something mediaeval in bis brief but 
brilliant career, cut short by the 
Russian dynasty, which is compelled 
by the religious traditions of its 
people, us well as by its permanent 
deliro to roach open water, to strive for 
l ho possession of Constantinople. Ilero 
was a young slate under a soldier prince 
competent to guide armies, suddenly 
stretched right across tho road in such B 
position that a Federation of the Balkans 
became a proximate possibility. Prince 
Alexander was known to be on the 
friendliest terms with the Court of Buch- 
arest and might at any moment conciliate 
I hose of Belgrade and Athens. That 
Federation once formed, a Russian land 
march to tho Bosphorus would be im- 
practicable; while oven nn occupation of 
Constantinople by sea would lose half its 
advantages for UuBsia. As a oousequoncQ 
Russia signified to Berlin that she would 
risk anything rather than sutler Alexan- 
der to form a strongly organized Bui 
garia. Bismarck saw that a Russian ad- 
vance into the Balkans would mean wit 
with Austria, and in such a case lie could 



not leavo her undefended, while if he 
marched to her aid France would eagerly 
seizo hor opportunity. "A sanguinary 
and interminable war," as tho official 
journals are directed to say, would 
at onco have broken out at a 
time when the aged Gorman Emper- 
or dreads war. The Chancellor shrank 
from tho prospect and gave up Alexander 
to his enemies, upon the distinct yet 
cynical ground that it was for the boat in- 
terests of Germany to do so. At once 
tho Princo was seized, the hope being 
that on his departure from Bulgaria a 
now and Russian administration would 
rid the government of its fear, a hostile 
or independent federation of the Balkans 
That hope was bullied by one of Uie must 
striking aud unexpected incidonts in 
modern history — the uprising of a whole 
people, and nearly an eiitiro army, in 
favor of a Prince already dispossessed, ex- 
iled, and a prisoner. Nothing approach- 
ing to that explosion of feeling lias oc- 
curred in modern times, for Napoleon's 
restoration ic 1815 was the work of his 
soldiers alone. The Russian government, 
however, persisted and though it shrank 
from detaining the Prince at Lion i and so 
acknowledging its own share in a revolu- 
tionary plan, renewed its entreaties at 
Berlin and Vienna and with such increas- 
ed energy that Bismarck signified to tho 
.Princo that he must abdicate. England's 
sympathy was felt to bo with the Prince, 
and hor action can only be attributed to a 
desire to preserve tho peace of Europe. 

THE TIMES AND MR DUCK. 

Mr. Duck contiuuos to be tho hole nolr 
of our evening contemporary, lie. chal- 
lenges us t i prove that he has ever been 
scurrilous in his references to tho lale 
finance minister. Does he understand 
the meaning of the word, or does lie con- 
sider that his utterances as respects Mr. 
Duck both before and since the elections 
havo been specimens of the purest gen- 
tility! He has only t > scan hia tiles for 
the last four months to find the explana- 
tion of the word we were obliged i i «s>. 
Mr. Duck has boon hounded down by tho 
Times in a manner which has lew pre - 
cedents, for tho ordinary British love of 
fair play prevents our "kicking a man 
when he is down." Not content with 
attempting t > inflame the public mind 
against the late finance minister when 
seeking reelection, it has pers-isted in 
abusing him when defeated. There was 
no reason why ho should resign his 
portfolio until auch lime as the 
house meets. Constitutionally he retained 
it, and has only returned it long enough 
to arrange such unsettled business as came 
under his own immediate supervision. 
Had Mr. Duck resigned immediately after 
the elections tho affairs of his office would 
possibly havo been left in a very unsatis - 
factory condition, for every business man 
likes to make things 'shipshape" for 
those who succeed him. Having dis- 
charged that duty to his colleagues, not 
waiting for some months until the legis 
laturo moots, Mr. Duck tendered his re 
signation, having faithfully discharged all 
the duties devolving upon him. Made 
tho target for all t ho abuse of the oppo- 
sition pu!8a Mr. Duck has not thought 
it necessary to consult their wishes 
to "'step down and out" until ho 
felt ready. That time having come, 
to the regret of his cou/rires in the 
cabinet, ho has ceased to have any part in 
the councils of the country, and now that 
ho is relegated 10 private life, whither the 
Times' enmity will possibly not follow 
him, our contemporary will bo without a 
subject upon which ti air iis absurd 
viows of constitutional law, or. agiinat 
which to direct ita customary half column 
of twaddle.

The low rates made ou 
California business are due to the policy 
adopted by General Traffic Manager Olds, 
formerly an American trallic mail uf high 
standing, and of whom freight agents of 
American transcontinental reads m md in 
considerable fear. There were reports on 
tho street yesterday that a big surprise 
was in store for the rivals of the Canadian 
Pacific. 

"There is no telling what George O'ds 
will do, now that ho has full swing of tho 
trallic of the Canadian line," said ail agent 
yesterday, "tit is a hard lighten'. Du- 
ring tho few months yet remaining before 
tho road is blocked up by winter snows 
he is likely to cut r.'itos to such an extent 
as to play hob with American lines." 

But while through business is being 
taken at remarkably low rates by the Can- 
adian Pacific, it is losing no apportunity 
to ciucho its local shippers, The rate 
made on lumber from Port Moody to 
Calgary is us high as tho rate ou tea 
from Japan to New York.

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. ' 17.— Reports have boon 
received from all parts of the kingdom, tell- 
ing of disastrous effects of the hurricane. 
The British ship Mallony was wrecked in 
Bristol channel and twenty porno iih 
drowned. Tbo shore was strewn with 
wreckage. Bodies washed ushoro have 
been stripped of valuables }.iy wreckers. 

The Norwegian bark Fruileliitksluiel, (i om 
Masquash, N. J!., lor Swansea, was wrecked 
off Kadstow and nineteen persona wi re 
drowned. Tbo bark Alliance was also 
wreck ad off Kadstow, and four lives wore 

lost. Other persons on board were saved 
by a lifeboat. 

Another largo bark was seen to be in lerri- 
bledistross, theorew being huddled together 
on deck. Tho vessel foundered this morn- 
ing, and it is believed that from a do/.eu to 
twenty persons wero drowned. Tho gale 
prevented people on shore from rendering 
OSsistanoe. The cries of the doomed men 
wore heard distinctly by those who were 
watching the vessel from the shore. 

Latest reports show that the offocts of 
tho recent storm in tho south and weBt 
cossts were terrible. A Norwegian bark 
foundered off Tiutagel, Wales, and hor en- 
tiro crew, consisting of fifteen person.:, 
perished. Ten bodies have been washed 
ashore on tho Glamorgan coast. 

Affairs in Ireland are pursuing a bourse 
exceeding satisfactory to the government. 
Gen. Sir Rcdvers Bullor'n mission has cer- 
tainly accomplished much, and landlord's 
are generally responding to Elartlngton's 
appeal to deal tenderly with their tenants. 
The result is, we hear nothing of tho sweep- 
ing evictions which were predicted, Even 
United Ireland admits that there has beon 
an extraordinary reduction of judicial rents, 
and says it only remains on the tenants 
themselves to carry out 1'iiruuU'n 50 per 
pent, reduction.

CALIFORNIA. 

San F i:\ncisco, Oct. 19.- Suit has been 
brought in the superior court by Kobert 
Walker (o recover $15,000 from Capt. T. G.

No sooner had he .struck tho water 
than he struggled to reach the shore again. 
He was assisted by some men who came to 
his aid, and he died in a few minutes. A 
bank account bearing the name of Michael 
Flannagan was found in one of his hip 
pockets; it showed a credit of $250, In 
another pocket was found $U!» in coin. The 
suicide- was ubout 26 years of ago. 

EASTERN STATES. 

NEWPORT, RI-, Oct 19. — ft is learned 
from authoritative circles that nearly 200 
cases of wines tfud liquors, together with 
quantities of gloves, furs and other duti- 
able articlos have been found on tho U.S. 
war vessels Saratoga and Portsmouth, 
which have just returned from a eruiso, 
and been BBi/.ud for payment of duties It 
is understood that the attention of the 
secretary of the navy will be called to 
these irregularities. 

St. Lows, Oct. 10. — A special from El 
Paso, Tex , says: Judge Manning, tho 
new minister, has arrived in the City of 
Mexico, whore he was warmly received by 
the American colony. His arrival has 
brought up the discussion ol theSedgewiok 
scandal, and it appears from disclosures 
made by the most respectable American 
residents that half of the scandal has 
never been told, and that tho efforts of 
the eastern press to whitewash tho envoy

FREE KO.OOO MILES. 

A not Crosses tin; Continent 
Three Times Without 
Paying Fair. 

Thomas Torney, a Kittanning boy, is 
well known in this city. Ho has spont 
tho last twenty-three years in roaming 
around tho country. He arrived in town 
yesterday morning from Kansas city on a 
freight train, having made the distance in 
fuur days. A reporter ran across him at 
Duncan's hotel, on Chestnut street, Alle- 
gheny, last night, and found him in a very 
indignant frame of mind. 

"I was hold up for the first time in my 
life yesterday," said ho. "When my 
train, the east-bound froi^ht, readied 
Mansfield, Ohio, two policemen with 
revolvers came up and asked me what I 
was doing on that flatcar. 'Riding,' said 
I. Then they jorkod me off the cur, and, 
pointing a revolver at my head, searched 
mo, and, finding no money on me, turned 
mo loose. 1 got away and climbed on 
another cur. If thoy find a man who has 
money they gobble him and take his valu- 
ables, and thoy send him to tho work- 
house for thirty days. Lf they do not 
find anything they lot him go. I have 
been a roamer for twenty-three years," 
ho continued, "and during that time tra- 
volod over 30,000 miles and never paid a 
cont carfaro and never begged a meal . 
Uut 1 have had some lively experiences. 
I caine to Pittsburg when I was 10 years 
old, and, after knocking around for a fow 
yours, learned the stoneoutting trade. 

"I have gone threo days and a half with- 
out food, but never asked anybody for any- 
thing. I always pay for what I get. When 
I made my first trip to California I was not 
more than Ki years old, aud I have made 
three trips across tho continent siueo, and 
am only 33 years old now. My next trip 
will be down South." 

"How do you work your way on the 
traiusV" 

"Oh, it's easy when you booomo accus- 
tomed to it. The boat riding is in blind 
baggage ears. They aro curs' that havo no 
entrance at the ends. A man can crawl 
into oue of these ears, and when the whistle 
blows to stop be can got ou top of the oar 
and wait until it pulls out of tho depot, and 
then got down on u comfortable sent inside. 
[ havo had some rough rides. Onco I 
found a cotlin in a cur. There was a corpse 
inside, but it uevor worried mo. I hadn't 
done anything to him, and ho wasn't both- 
ering me. Altogether ho was about the 
quietest traveling companion I over had. 
We didn't quarrel, but I toll you it was 
doleful. Another time I had arranged to 
be in a certain place at a certain time, aud 
hud to go. The best accommodation I 
could got was betweou a lot of tombstones. 
Tho moon shone on them and I got a littlo 
uneasy, but 1 wanted to go just the same. 

"The toughest riding 1 evor did was on 
a car o; coke. It wasn't the softest seat 
in tho world, but there was a li t of satis- 
faction in it, as I was getting tho best of 
a corporation. I would rather piy a brake- 
man than a railroad company ten iftnts 
for car hire. 

''Ono tune when another fellow and 
myself wore crossing the plains a brake- 
man found us and ordered ui oil. Tho 
train was going about eighteen miles an 
hour, and he tried to throw us off. My 
companion got the bett of him, and he 
was left lying along tho road. I never 
heard what became of him." 

Torney says ho has worked on seme of 
tho principal contracts for Western .rail- 
roads and earned good wages, but never 
stayed in the tame place longer thairthree 
months. When asked if he hid evor mot 
any cowboys, he said : 

"Yes, and they aro a first-class set of 
fellows. They always pay for what thoy 
get unless they are out of funds, and if a 
man trusts them he is sure to git hia 
money at the first opportunity. I know 
one fellow; he was called 'Slapjack Bill.' 
lie was a road agent, and would hold up 
people for whatever thoy had, and then 
I would go to some town and play until he 
| lost his money. If he wanted a drink he 
would get it by pointing u revolver at the 
barkeeper, but if he over came back and 
had money he would settle." 

"You made pretty good time on your 
way Bast this tripl" suggested tho re- 
porter. 

"Yes, I came with a load of cattle. 
When 1 couldn't git on a caboose or a 
Hat car 1 went m with the cattle. I have 
ridden with pigs and 1 havo got on top of 
horses, and made oul pretty well, but 
when it comes to riding on oxen a follow 
has got to look out pretty sharp for his 
eyes." 

"What do you intend to do now ! ' wo 
asked. 

"1 believe I'll go down tho river on a 
boat. 1 will build a flit and Heat down 
and gel all the work at clock lixing 1 can. 
There is money in it. I am a mechanic, 
and one time when 1 took a similar trip 1 
made quite a >.uke We floated down, and 
I had a cargo of springs, watches, 
and clocks, everything of tho cheapest 
kind. When 1 got to Sewickleg I made 
$9 in ono day mending clocks. Some- 
times 1 would get §1 for fixing a deck 
that was in bettor repair before I began 
at it than when I turned it over. It was 
an e-isy thing to get a clock to go until 
you got out of town. I think 1 will go to 
clock repairing on my trip down south, 
where I will got work at my trade again." 

Asan evidence that he was not penni- 
less, Torney pulled oul a roll of bills as 
thick as a t una to can to pay for refresh- 
ments ordered for the house u few minutes 
liter. -Pittsburgh Dispatch.

succulent food, auch as roots or ensilage. 
Cattle are t heir own beat judges of their 
need of water, and they do besL when 
thoy havo their own option about using 
it When they drink but onco a day, 
thoy over-load with it, to their injury. 
Taking in an over-supply of cold water 
chills the stomach and occasions discom- 
fort and pain, and, what is worse, stops 
digestion till the contents of the stomach, 
by slow degrees, warm up again.

A TEKItlHSLE DISASTER. 



Two Hundred mid Fltty Lives 
Lost by the Southern 
Floods. 



Bkaumont, Tex,, Oot; 17.— Refugees 
from the flooded district about Sabine 
Pass continuo to arrive on every small 
craft that comes up tho river. It is esti- 
mated by those hore who havo boon over 
the sceues of devastation at Sabine Pass, 
Johnson bayou and Taylor's bayou that 
the doaUi list will excood 260 souls. 
Eighty-live corpses havo been recovered 
and buried around Johnson's bayou, and 
fifty- four bodies thus far have been buried 
at Sabine, whilo sixty-aix persons aro still 
missing at Sabine, and thoee aro, of 
course, dead, ns it would be impossible for 
any humun being to survive this long in 
tho swamps and lagoons without food 
or shelter. An examination of the coun- 
try buck of Sabine and immediately in tho 
vicinity of Beaumont, shows that salt 
water came back from the coast fully 
forty miles, through tho swamps, and 
hundred of thousands of acres are still 
submerged by water that was forced back 
and has no outlet This fact makes the 
search for bodies very difficult. Tho car- 
casses of thousands of drowned cattle, 
hogs, horses and fowls are strewn every- 
where, and clouds of sou gulls aud buz- 
•/. irda hover over the desolate country for 
an area, of thirty square miles. It is 
known that tho number of sufferers around 
Johnson's bayou, who havo lost every- 
thing, will reach 1200, while Sabine suf- 
ferers number U00, one-half of whom are 
now in Beaumont. Parties who returned 
to-day from the Johnson bayou district 
nay that sixty persons aro still missing 
there, and the searching parties havo al- 
most reached the conclusion that many of 
theBO missing were drowned and their 
b' dies carriud out to sea by the receding 
waves. 

Gaovkston, Tex., Oct. 17. —The follow- 
ing special gives tho latest particulars re 
garding tho great disaster at Johnson 
bayiiu and Sabine pass. The steamer 
Emily P returned at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, bringing J 00 additional sufferers 
from Johnson bayou, who are entirely 
destitute of everything that is necessary 
to sustain life. Thoy wore received at the 
wharf by our relief committee, who are 
doing all in their power to make them 
comfortable. Most of them are women 
and children. The Emily P. will return 
to tho bayou immediately, to bring back 
150 more persons who are waiting there, 
and who are now homeless, penniless and 
without clothing. We now have to take 
care of 210 persons from that section.

The town of QueBiieile is very pretlily 
situated on the loweht bonch ut the junc- 
tion of the Fraaer and Quesnolle rivers, 
both of which run rapidly at this point, 
the latter Deeming in haste t> join its 
water with thwao of tho larger rivor. 
Quoanelle h»a the lur^oat population of 
any point on tho Cariboo road between 
tho railway mid Barkerville, mid wua at 
one time the scono of groat activity owing 
to the lar^o extent of mining iti tho near 
neighborhood; and it boing the depot of 
anpplioa for n large tradutg country. 
That mining has now dwindled down into 
the operation! of Chinese companies, 
some of whom have mining ditches carry- 
ing wutor for tail and twelve miles. A 
new ground on a little stream near Que*- 
nello was recently loeated a« a gold-bear- 
ing creek, but it ia not known yni as to its 
extont.

was related with thrilling additions. It 
put ua in mind of tho fish story wo hud 
listened t i at Clint ni from one of tho old 
residents of the province. In his usual 
high-pi tobed tones he relatod how' ho 
"had been fishing down nt one of tho 
lakes and got a trout so long," stretching 
his hands about two feet apart, "but the 
darned Hah got away." ''However," he 
added in a solilcquiaiug way, "1 have 
been fishing so long for suckers in this 
country I can't catch anything civ;." 

With this little diversion we continued 
our trip, tho road passing along the moun- 
tain lakes, through the black lir and 
ci ttouwood, thu latter growing here to u 
large size, The tit'Ht place we stop at ia a 
ranche owned by an old miner whose name 
wo liavo forg' tton; then on through tho 
timber, in places the lal'or being a heavy 
growth of slender lir trees, reaching fifty 
and sixty feet in height and slowly taper- 
ing from less than a foot diameter at the r 
base. The roadside is thick with a growth 
of buckle and blue berries, whoso worth, 
when converted into jam and pickles, we 
frequently afterward* tested. There is a 
wonderful growth "f raspberries, blue- 
berries, buckle and strawberries and other 
stunted berries of a red color in the Cari- 
boo mount tins, which the inhabitants of 
Ihfl district utilize to good advantage.

who has a line raucho near the tho Cot- 
tonwood river, a small stream formed by 
the junction of Lightning crook and Swift 
river. Here is a substantial residence 
and outbuilding"., and hero we bad as fino 
a meal as could be wished for — a profusion 
of good things, among which was Cariboo 
grnaH fed roast beef, for fl ivor and tender- 
ness never Surpassed. Mr. Boyd has a 
well cultivated raucho of large extent. 
Ilia son, who attends school in Victoria, 
waB tho winner of the good modal at tho 
midsummer examinations, of which fact 
his parunta juatly feel proud. 

Our tired hi rses aro changed hero for a 
fresh team and wo again start towards 
Barkerville, our objective point, passing 
another large but unworked ranche, n few 
miles further on, also worked by Mr. 
Boyd. The road ia hilly and heavy, and 
in many places far beneath wo can seethe 
far-famed gold creok —Lightning. Thorn 
is evidence that wo are traveling through 
a quartz com try from tho quantity of 
float quait/. that iH seen all along the route, 
here and there in a rock cutting a 
vein being exposed. At one point 
we can neo a numborof men working in the 
stream, building a dam in order to prose- 
cute mining below it. 

IN BBAVKU l>At>s, 
a narrow valley of meadow and swamp land, 
we pass tb« ranche of a typical Sootchumn, 
Heforo reaching Stanley tho road passes 
over tailings formgulebes,oudalongsid« ««- 



sorted ' ahaft-ltouscg, all of which have 
their peculiar names. ' At last 
we reach Stanley, end alight before 
thu store of Mr. W, W. Dodd, express 
agent, postmaster, telegrapher and trader. 
TUoro aro ovideueos on every aide of tho 
largo mining operations that have been car- 
ried on at this point ou Lightning crook in 
the old days. Desertod ahaft-houseB, 
broken over-shot wHeela, broken Bluioes, 
piles of tailings, and every ovidouco of 
hydraulic aud doop mining. Stanley is a 
desfrtod place with but small population, 
nearly all composed of thoso still engaged 
iu mining. The accommodation for tho 
traveler is limited and of not a very choice 
character, but tbora is littlo call to domand 
it. A Bchoruo is now on foot to build a bed- 
rock drain on Lightning creek near bore, 
so that tho ground may bo drained and 
allow drifting again to bo carried on. In 
the old days tho many claims that wore bo- 
ing worked at the same timo just succeeded 
in freeing tho doop ground from water, and 
when (wo or three of thoke quit pumping 
it made it impossible for the others to pro- 
cood. In this way the work stopped, aud 
ho it ba-i remained ever since. 

millions or DOLLAnS 
have boon taken out of this croek, and there 
iH the prospect of many more being there. 
It ia with the intention of reaching this that 
n number of hardy men, some old timers, 
others yot in their early youth, hove formed 
themselves into u company and 
will onddavor t > secure the remainder of 
tho hidden wealth of tho croek. A change 
of horses is made, and wo continue our 
journey. Wo pass tho same character of 
work lor miles

and up tho creek as far as aye can 8eo,tlio 
earth has beon turned into unsightly 
heaps for the purpose of saving tho gold. 
The earth has been washed off tho hills 
until I he bare rock ia exposed. Several 
hydraulic claims aro still working, one tho 
property of the celebrated Kwong Leo 
ostato. Night closes upon ua while we 
are on tho road, tho rain pouring down. 
Tho last milo er so to Barkerville is down 
hill ami though we cannot see our horses, 
yet wo galop down the hill, our driver 
guiding the animals lafely, though there 
is a decidedly nervous feeling in being 
thus rushed over a steep ruad, narrow 
between tno timber and occasionally bo- 
side overhanging banks. However, we 
at last draw up before the 13.

The Grand Jury's Presentment. 

Yale. 15th October, iSati. 
To the Hon. Justice McOreight, Judge 
of tho Supreme Court of B. C. : 

May it please your Lordship, we the 
Grand Jurors of the Court at Yalo, beg 
most respectfully to make tho following 
presentment: 

We congratulate you on your return to 
this place in health, aud wo are also grat- 
ified that there aro so few , cases to be 
tried at this session, trusting that it au- 
gurs well for tho peace and order amongst 
us, 

We have examined tho government 
premises and find tho jail and all well 
kupt, clean and in good order. 

We, however, have to complain of tho 
Btato of our ruada uiid highways, which 
aro growing useless and dangerous 
through neglect on thu part of the gov- 
ornmoiit. 

We also call attention to tho fact that 
the Canadian Paoitio lUilroad crosses the 
wagon road a groat many limes below 
and above this place; there la no leas 
than fiftoon crossings of tho road be- 
tween this town and the suspension 
bridge (in thirteen milos), and that there 
has beon serious damage tp life aud 
propei ty by running trains over these 
crossings, und we would suggest that tho 
railroad company bo cautioned to run 
their trains with greater care and to ob- 
serve the law in respect to crossings, and 
thereby lesson the danger that unavoid- 
ably exiBt. 

And whereas a serious accident has 
lately occurred by the death of one of 
our late residents, Mr. John Go wan, by 
being run over whilo on duty croising a 
bridge and killed by a train. We would 
therefore reoomraend that whereas ein- 
ploye'i and others have froquent occasion 
to cross the railroad bridge and trestles 
that the railroad compiny should provide 
either safe crossings for passengers or 
places of refuge on the aide i ) ad'ord safe- 
ty to persona being suddenly surprised by 
an approaching train.

Mr. W. K. Bull proposed, seconded 
by Mr. Finney, that the aocretary bo in- 
struct od to communicate with I ho city 
council, and send copies of the resolutions 
passed at this meeting, 

On motion, Mr. Robt. 'Williania, Can- 
tab, one of tho life members of the insti- 
tute, wnn added to the committee. 

A very general fooling was expressed by 
tho meeting that the library, when in 
operation by tho city council, should have 
in connection with it a reading room with 
newspaper and periodical literature.

The Blending of Nature and Art in the 
• "Modern Athens " 

There is no capital in the world 
whore naturo ami art are so grandly 
blended, each enhancing the charms 
und characteristics of the other, as Ed- 
inburgh, says the London Telegraph: 
The modern Athens cannot, indeed, 
compete in historic interest with that 
classic namesake where the Acropolis 
rises from groves of olives and cypres- 
ea and Hymettusj .Lycabcttus and the 
distant gleam of Salamis and the aea 
compose a landscape unrivalled aliko in 
living beauty and in imperishable 
memories. Its roadways have not the 
glow and color of Bombay, nor its lulls 
any outlook like that from Pera over 
the Golden Horn, nor is there any spe- 
cial part of tho capital of such concen- 
trated grace and dignity as the High 
street of Oxford. But Princess street, 
Edinburgh, is yet in many respects the 
liuest metropolitan thoroughfare in the 
world, with its unique admixture of 
modern and ancient periods, its verdant 
gardens nestling in the city valley and 
those three guardian eminences — tho 
Castle Hill; Calton Hill .and Arthur's 
.Seat —lending their green slopes and 
gray crags to amplify the picture. In 
that grand roadway the citizen or visit- 
or paces between the presont and the 
past. As he counts up under tho Cal- 
ton Hill from Holyrood, full of the re- 
collections of Queen Mary and Kizzio, 
old Edinburgh rises upon his left hand, 
much as John Knox and Bothwell be- 
held it. Thore are still tho Grassmark- 
et, the Canongate and the Cowgate, 
with wynds and closes and many stori- 
ed tenements replete with traditions of 
I he days of the Tudors, when Scotland 
was almost more French than British. 

To wander among those medieval 
wajs and lanes is to plunga into the 
"Edinbro' toun" of Sir Walter Scott, 
whose magical genius recreated the 
land and has planted the standard of 
hiH fancy upon every league of its soil 
from the border to the Kyles of Bute 
and Ben Wyvis. Yet, turn to the right 
;*nd there sits a stately and entirely 
modern metropolis, looking across the 
green thickets of the Princess street 
gurdons upon the climbing Hats of the 
High street and the battlements and 
roofs of the caitle, us the belle of the 
last Caledonian ball might contemplate 
Jessie Deans. This is one of the strik- 
ing contrasts of the beautiful city; the 
other — which never wearies those ac- 
customed to the unrelieved brick and 
masonry of London, Liverpool, Man- 
chester or Birmingham — is the perpet- 
ual presence amid tl e ancient and mod- 
ern buildings of those natural emi- 
nences which have been kept so wisely 
unspoiled. The Oastle belongs to the 
Oastle Hill--as litly in its wav as the 
Parthenon to the Acropolis — and 
seems, indeed, to have grown out of it. 
On the Calton there are monuments 
more or less worthy of that superb site; 
but, on the whole, harmonizing very 
weL with the city and the surround 
ings. But Arthur's Seat and the but- 
tresses of Salisbury crags, with the 
ridges of the gray Pentlands beyond 
them, are a veritable cantie of the high- 
lands built into the Scotch metropolis 
and embraced by it, so at the cost of a 
steep but short climb the Edinburgh 
citizen may tread the crisp turf of a 
real orae and gaze from amid rocks as 
real as those upon Ben Venue or Sche- 
hallion upon tho extended capital on 
one hand and the sail dotted Firth of 
Forth on the other.
